THE LAW FOR BANKRUPTS 


A bankrupt cannot be excused from 


the prod action of his books of account 
on the ground of constitutional privi- 
lege. 


A bankrupt may refuse to answer 


questions disclosing facts which may 
tend to incriminate him on a pending 
criminal charge. 


The burden of proving concealment 


of books of account rests on the cred- 
itor, and such concealment must have 
been made with fraudulent intent. 


Creditors may join the petition 


subsequently to its original filing, 
though they do so more than four 
months after the alleged act of bank- 
ruptcy.
